INSECTS OF ARIZONA. 

■ ■ i 

Deadly Creatures That Terrify tha 
Inhabitants. 

Dr. Richard E. Kunze, a physician of 
New York city, has just completed a 
campaign of several months among the 
Insects of Arizona, and is so greatly 
charmed with (Colorado that he has de- 
cided to take up his residence in this 
state. Dr. Kunze talks in a most enter- 
taining manner of his trip through Ari- 
Bona, and the peculiarities of insect life 
In the far southwest. 

“Arizona,” said he recentlj^, “is the 
£1 Dorado of the entomologist. The 
variety of insect life in Arizona has for 
years made the region a favorite field 
for students and collectors, but every 
year new species are found, and new 
species will be found for years to come. 
I began work in Arizona in the first 
week 6f April -last, in the vicinity of 
Tucson. During the season I worked 
every day, for the naturalist knows no 
Sunday when he is in the field. He must 
take the insects in their prime. I suc- 
ceeded in collecting between 60,000 and 
75,000 specimens. I could have col- 
lected a much larger number in cer- 
tain directions, but did not do so. 

“The least number of any one species 
collected by me during the summer 
was 100. I gathered in only 100 of the 
scorpion, centipede and tarantula fam- 
ily.” 

“Scorpions,” ejaculated a listener. “I 
should think they would bite.” 

The naturalist laughed. “Yes, they 
might bite, if they had a chance; but 
it is the business of the collector not 
to give them a chance. You see, "we 
are supplied with all sorts of parapher- 
nalia for handling the different insects. 
Never let an insect seize you. Do the 
seizing yourself. Fear is out of the 
question. We face the music and take 
the chances. 

“The tarantula hawk,” said the 
learned naturalist, “is one of the pe- 
culiar little animals abounding in Ari- 
zona. The hawk preys upon the taran- 
tula, hence his name. He is built for 
hunting them, and he does it to perfec- 
tion. You can see the hawks crawling 
along the ground in search of their 
prey. They have long legs and move 
like lightning when a tarantula heaves 
in sight. In an instant the hawk 
pounces upon the poor tarantula, and 
before the victim is aware of the dan- 
ger the deadly weapon of the enemy 
is implanted in his bodj’. The hawk 
simply deposits a poison insitle the body 
of the tarantula, which paral^’zes him. 
In connection with the poison he de- 
jiosits an egg, which proceeds to hatch 
out, and a caterpillar is the result. The 
young caterpillar feeds on the body of 
the tarantula until he is ready to un- 
dertake housekeeping on his own ac- 
count. There are two species of taran- 
tula hawks, distinguished by the color 
of their wings. A peculiar thing is that 
eachffi^pecies has its particular kind of 
tiiralltnla.'^^Denver News. 



Washington, March 3. — President 
Cleveland, in his message vetoing the 
immigration bill, calls attention to the 
first section of that measure excluding 
from admission to the United States 
illiterate persons, designated in the 
section, and’declares that the provis- 
ion presents a radical departure from 
our national policy relating to 
immigration. “Heretofore,” he says, 
“we have welcomed all who 
came to us from other lands, 
except whose moral or physical 
condition or history threatened danger 
to our national welfare and safety. 
Relying upon the jealous watchfulness 
of our people to prevent injury to our 
political and social fabric, we have 
encouraged those coming from 
foreign countries to cast their 
ipt wjth us and- join : iL the 
development of our vast domain, 
securing in return a share 
in the blessings of American 
citizenship. A century’s stupendous 
growth largely due to the assimilation 
and ' thrift of millions of sturdy and 
patriotic adopted citzens attest the 
success of this generous and free-hand- 
ed policy, which while guarding the 
peoples interests, exacts from our im- 
migrants only physical and moral 
soundness and a willingness and abili- 
ty to work. 

“A contemplation of the grand re- 
sults of this policy,” he writes, “can 
not fail to arouse a sentiment in its de- 
fense.” 

Referring to the claims that the 
quality of recent immigrants is unde- 
sirable, President Cleveland says the 
time is quite within recent memory 
when the same thing was said of im- 
migrants who, with their descendants, 
are now numbered among our best 
citizens. 

It is said that too many immigrants 
settle in our cities, thus dangerously 
increasing their idle and vicious popu- 
lation. This IS certainly a disadvan- 
tage; it can not be shown, ^however, 
that it affects all our cities, nor that it 
is permanent, nor does it appear that 
this condition, where it exists, demands 
as its remedy the reversal of our pres- 
ent immigration policy. 

The claim is also made that the in- 
flux of foreign laborers deprives of the 
opportunity to work those who are bet- 
ter entitled than they to the privilege of 
earning their livelihood by daily toiL 
An unfortunate condition is certainly 
presented when any who are willing 
to labor are unemployed. But so far 
as this condition now exists among 
our people, it must be conceded to 
be a result of phenomenal busi- 
ness depression and the stagnation of 
all enterprises in which labor is” a fac- 
tor. With the advent of settled and 
wholesome financial ' and economic 
governmental policies and a conse- 
quent encouragement to the activity of 
capital, the misfortunes jof unemployed 
labor should to a great extent 
least be remedied. If it continues, its 
natural consequences must be to check 
the further immigration to our cities 
of foreign laborers, and to deplete the 
ranks of those already there. In the 
meantime those most willing and best 
entitled ought to be able to secure the 
advantages of such work as there is 
to do. 

'The educational test contained in the 
bill receives close attention on this 
particular point. Mr. Cleveland says, 
in his opinion, it is infinitely 
more safe to admit a hundred 
thousand immigrants who, though 
unable to read and write, seek 
among us only a home and op 
portunity to work, than to admit 
of one of those unruly agitators and 
enemies of governmental control, whe 
can not only read and write, but delights 
in arousing by inflammatory speech the 
illiterate and peacefully inclined to

Kinley special rolled into the Penn- 
sylvania station exactly on time. Out- 
side the station building an immense 
crowd had gathered. 

Just before the arrival of the Mc- 
Kinley train Gov. Bushnell, of Ohio, 
with the members of his staff, arrived 
at the station and were permitted to 
pass through the gates leading to the 
track platform. The staff officerE 
were in all the brilliancy of full dress 
uniform and presented an imposing ap- 
pearance as they lined up to salute the 
president-elect when he stepped 
from the train. Meanwhile the 
crowd outside the station had 
increased. It blocked up Sixth street 
for a few yards between the station 
and Pennsylvania avenue. Around 
the end of the station where the train 
entered was another good sized gath- 
ering, held in check by a high fence 
and a squad of policemen. When 
the well-known figure of Maj McKin- 
ley appeared on the platform the crowd 
set up a cheer.

Washington. March 2.— Senate— The sen- 
ate Monday, in the space in about one nour 
and an hour patst-d the District of 
Columbia appropriation bill, carrying 87,444,- 
677, being an excess of $1. 655, 000 over the bill, 
as it passed the 'nouse Half of the amount is 
to be paid out of the treasury and half out of 
the revenues of the District of Columbia 
'Tben the naval bill was taken up -It 
carries $15,728. '231, a little over three and 
a half millions more than the bill 
containe d when it left the house. Two mil- 
lion and a half were added for the purpose of 
establishing a government armor factory. 

House — The house Monday passed a num- 
ber of bills of a private character, defeated 
the economic post bill, discussed and left 
pending the bill to prohibit the extensive 
publication by newspapers and periodicals 
the details of the doings of prize fighters and 
accounts of prize fights. The last named 
measure was warmly discussed, and a 
motion to lay it on the table was 
agreed to. Mr. Aldrich (rep, III) demanded 
the yeas and nays on the question. His re- 
quest was carried, one- fifth of those voting 
on the motion to table, voting for a roll call. 

Washington, March 3. — Senate— Bills 
passed: For the prevention of the introduc- 

tion and spread of contagous diseases in the 
United States; fortification bill, appropriat- 
ing 59.717,141. The bouse amendments 
to the senate international mon- 
etary conference bill were concurred in. 
without a division. The remainder of the 
session was occupied by the general defi- 
ciency, which appropriates 410,334,939, nearly 
$2,000,000 more than was in the bill as it 
passed the housp. At 6:30 a recess was taken 
until 8 pm. 

House— A concurrent resolution was passed 
authorizing the printing of 10,000 copies of the 
hearings before the committee on banking and 
currency. A motion to suspend the rules and 
pass the bill for a settlement by suit or com- 
promise of the claims of the United States 
against various states on account of defaulted 
interest on Indian trust funds was 
defeated. Mr. Aldrich (R, 111.) 

endeavored to bring up the 

bill prohibiting the transmission of papers 
containing illustrated accounts of prize fight- 
ing. but the house voted 72 to 33 to take a re- 
cess. The evening session had not adjourned 
at 2 o’clock Wednesday morning. 

Washington. March 4 - Senate— The bus- 
iness of the senate Wednesdav was principal- 
ly in connection with the conference reports. 
The first to be presented was on the appro- 
priation bill for the District of Columbi >. It 
was not a final report, however, as the con- 
ferees had failed to reach an agree- 
ment on the series of senate amend- 
ments appropriating various sums for 
the charitable institutions of the city. The 
partial report was agreed to. and a further 
conference was ordered. The next conference 
committee was on the bill to amend the laws 
relating to navigations. The conference re- 
port, -finally was made on the post office ap- 
propriation bill and was agreed to, without 
any question or discussion. In the interim 
between action on the conference reports 
house bills on» the calendar, unobjected to, 
were taken up, and quite a number of them 
were passed At 6 o’c.ock the senate took re- 
cess until 8 p. m. The senate was still in ses- 
sion at 2 a. m Tnursday. All the appropria- 
tion bills except two were disposed of. 

House— When the house reas.sembled at 
L'':30 o'clock. Mr. Sherman (rep N. Y.) c. lied 
up the conference report on the Indian bill, 
which the senate rejected Tuesday. When 
the hou.se took a recess at 6:40, it was under- 
stood that the conferees had agreed as to 
all the amendments except two. A hotly con- 
tested fight was m .de to secure concurrence 
in the senate amendment to the general defi- 
ciency bill providing for payment of Bowman 
act claims for supplies furnished the union 
army, adjudicated by the court of claims, but 
it failed. In accordance with the arrangement 
made Tuesday the house considered President 
Cleveland’s vato of the immigra- 
tion bill, and by a vote of 193 to 37 decided to 
pass the bill, the objections of the president 
notwithstanding. Final action was taken 
upon the bills to amend the tariff law so as to 
authorize the sale to the highest bidder of 
forfeited smoking opium, to amend the navi- 
gation laws, revise and amend the patent 
laws.

shall be fair, reasonable, conservative axd ' 
just, and which, while supplying sufficient I 
revenue for public purposes, will still be sig- 
nally beneficial and helpful to every section, 
jmdevery enterprise of the people. To this 
policy, we are all. of whatever party, firmly 
bound by the voice of the people— a 
power vastly more potential than

platform. The paramount duty of con- 
gress is to stop deficiencies by the restoration 
of that protective legislation which has al- 
ways been the firmest prop of the treasury.

If we 
can not promptly attain it, we can resolutely 
turn our faces in that direction and aid 
its return by friendly legislatloa However 
troublesome the situation may appear, con- 
gress will not.

ing no impression that it was simply a flimsy 
structure of w^jod erected for a'day. 

All street car traffic was.’ of course, sus- 
pended along the route of the proeesslun: the 
I sidewalks w^re roped off and were so crowded 
I with people that locomotion was impractic- 
; able. Mounted police prevented any one from 
j attempting to break through the “trocha.” It 
j seemed as if Wasblngton’s normal population 
of 300.000 had been swelled by more than an 
equal number <of visiting strangers, and that 
all were out to see the sight. Every building 
on the line of march was draped in bunting of 
the national colors, and every window and 
point of vantage was occupied. The beauti- 
ful 'stars and stripes were everywhere seen, 
with other appropriate banners and emblems. 
Id addition to these festive demonstrations. 
50,000 miniature United States flags bad 
been gratuitously distributed by the commit- 
tee of arrangements. These were exhibited 
at all available points and were waved with 
enthusiasm as the two presidents and other 
kpown public men rode by.- At least one Jiun- 
dyed thousand .chroata' voiced a continuous 
' welcome from the time the ^pr()oes9»o» started 
until the capitol was reached and these vocif- 
erations were still more enthstasiically echoed

Nor must we be unmindful of the need of 
the improvement among our own citizens, 
but with the zeal of our forefathers encour- 
age t'ne spread of knowledge and free educa- 
tion. Illiteracy must be banished from the 
land, if we shall attain that high destiny as 
the foremost of the enlightened nations of 
the world, which under Providence we ought 
to achieve. 

Reforms in -the civil service must go on but 
‘the changes should be real and genuine, not 
perfunctory, or prompted by a zeal in behalf 
of any party, simply because it happens to be 
in power. As a member of congress 1 voted 
and spoke in favor of the present law and I 
shall attempt its enforcement in the spirit 
in which it was enacted The pur- 

pose in view was to secure the most 
service of the best men 



efiicient 

who would accept appointment under the gov- 
ernment. retaining faithful and devoted pub- 
lic servants in ofhee, but shielding none, un- 
der the authority of any rule 6r custom, who 
are inefficient, incompetent or unworthy. The 
best interests of the country demand this and 
the people heartily approve the law wher- 
ever and whenever it has been thus adminis- 
terea. 

.. Congress should give prompt attention to ! 
the restoration of our American merchant 
marine, once the pride of the seas in all the 
great ocean highways of commerce. To my 
mind, few more important subjects so imper- 
atively demand its intelligent consideration. 
The United States has progressed with mar- 
velous rapidity in every field of enterprise 
and endeavor. We have become foremost in 
nearly all the great lines of inland trade, com- 
merce and industry. Yet.Jwhile this is true, our 
American merchant marine has been steadily 
declining until it is now lower, both in percent- 
age of tonnage and the number of vessels 
employed, than it was prior to the 
civil war. Commendable progress had been 
made of late* years in the upbuilding of the 
American navy, but we must supplement 
these efforts by providing a proper consort for 
it a merchant murine amply sufficient for our 
own carrying trade to foreign countries. The 
question is one that appeals both to our busi- 
ness necessities and the patriotic asperations 
of a great people. 

It has been the policy of the United States 
since the foundation of the govennment fb 
cultivate relations of peace and amity with 
all the nations of the wqrld, and this qccords 
with my conception of our duty now. We 
have cherished the policy of non-interference 
with the affairs of foreign governments, wise- 
ly inaugurated by Washington, keeping our- 
selves free from entanglement either as allies 
or foes, content to leave undisturbed with 
them the settlement of their own domestic 
concerns If will be our aim to pursue a firm 
and dignified foreign policy, which shall be 
just, impartial, ever- watchful of our n.ational 
honor and always insisting upon the enforce- 
ment of the lawful rights of Americans everv- 
where. We want no wars of conquest; we 
must avoid the temptation of territorial 
aggression. A war should never be 
entered upon until every agency of 
peace ha.s failed: peace is preferable 

to war in almost every contingency. Arbitra- 
tion IS the true method of settlement of in- 
ternal i unal as well as local or individual dif- 
ferences. It wa.s recognized as the best means 
of adjustment of differences between employ- 
ers and employes by the Forty-ninih 
congress in 1886. and its applica- 
tion was extended to our dlp’.o- 

j matic relations by the unanimous coticur- 
i pence of the senate and house of the Fifty - 
j first congress in 1890. The latter resolution 
I was accepted as the basis of negotiation with 
us by the British house of commons in 1891 
I and upon our invitation a treaty of arbitration 
I between the United States and Great Britain 

I was signed at Washington and trans- 
mitted to the senate for its ratification in 
•January last. Since this treaty is clearly the 
j result of our own initiative: since it has been 
recognized us the leading feature of our for- 
eign policy throughout our entire national 
history— the adjustment of difficulties by ju- 
dicial rather than by force of arms — and since

the outgrowth of exi>eriencc_ and trial, and 
shbuld not be amended without investigation 
and demonstration of the wisdom of the pro- 
posed changes. We miist'be both “sure w^ 
are right” and "make baste slowly.” If, j 
therefore, congres3'tn il.s wisdom shall deem 
it expedient to create a con m ssion to 
take early cousideralio»i the ' ruvislon of 

our coinage, banking and currency' 

laws. and give them that ex- 
haustive. careful and dispassionate examina- 
tion that their importance demands, I shall 
cordially concur in such action. If such pow- 
er is vested in the president, it Is my purpose 
to appoint a commission of prominent well-^ 
informed citizens of different parlies, who 
will command public confidence, both on ac- 
count of their ability and special fitness 
for the work. Business experience 

and public training may thus be 

combined and the patriotic zeal of the friends 
of the country bo so directed that such a re- 
port will be made as to receive the support of 
all parties, .and our finances ceases to bo the 
subject of mere partisan conteatiott The ex- 
periment is. at ail events, worth a trial, and 
in my opinion it can but prove beneficial to 
the entire country. 

The question of international bimetallism 
will have early and earnest attention. It will 
be my constant endeavor to secure by co-op- 
eration with the other great commercial pow- 
ers of the world until that condition is real- 
ized when the parity between our gold and 
siUcr money spring from and is supported by 
the relative vaJuc of the two metals, the 
v.alue of the silver already coined, and 
of that which may hereafter be coined, 
must be kept constantly at par with 
gold by every resource at our command. The 
credit of the government, the Integrity of its 
currency and the inviolability of its obliga- 
tions must be preserved. This was the com- 
manding verdict of the people and It will not 
be unheeded 

Economy is demanded in every branch of 
the government at all times, but especially 
in periods like the present of depression in 
business and distress among the people. 
The sc\erest economy must i>e ob- 
served I in all public expenditures 
and extravagance slopped whenever it is 
found and prevented wherever in the future it 
mav bo developed. If the revenues are to re- 
main as now, the only relief that can come

Wasuinoton. March 4 — William McKinley, 
of Ohio was Thur.sday installed as president 
of the United States for the term, of four 
ye:irs. continuing until the fourth of March, 
1901. and Grover Cleveland for the second 
tunc pas.sed from the exercise of the 
high office of president and re-entered 
private life. In his capacity as ex-pre.sident 
he has but one living coniempary. his Imme- 
diate predecessor. Benjamin ITarrisoa All 
the others who within the last 30 years, by 
elcctioD or succ<‘ssion, have presided over the 
destinies of the great American republic — 
Lincoln. Johnson, Grant, Hayes, Garfield and 
Arthur— have joined the silent majority. 

Incidental to the actual assuming of office 
by the president, and slightly preceding it in 
point of time. Garret A. Hobart, of New 
Jersey (a gentleman not heretofore prominent 
ID national politics) took the oath of office as 
vice president of the United Slates and was 
in.stalled as ex-officio presiding officer of the 
senate. 

The proceedings of the day were character- 
ized by all the imposing spectacular effects 
and demonstration of popular interest which 
have become a growing feature of inaugural 
ceremonies, as the n*ation has advanced In 
population and wealth. Between forty uud 
fifty thousand men formed in procession, part- 
ly military, partly civic, and escorted the 
retiring president and pcesideiii-elect to and 
from the capiioL At least 20,00) people wit- 
nessed the administration of the oath of office 
on the eastern portico of the o'apitol and lis- 
tened or attempted to listen to the delivery of 
the new president's brief inaugural address, 
and at night a gorgeous state ball at which 
the president and vice president will be pres- 
ent will close proceedings.

ful national life, has ever arisen, that has not 
been met with wisdom and courage by the 
American people with fidelity to the best in- 
terests and highc'stduty and to the honor of 
the American name. These years of 
glorious history have exalted man- 
kind and advanced the cause 
of freedom throughout the world and immeas- 
ureably strengthened the precious free insti- 
tutions which we enjoy. The peoole love aud 
will sustain these institutions. The great es- 
sential to our happiness ami prosperity is 
that we adhere to the principles on which the 
government was established and insist upon 
their faithful observance. Equality of rights 
must prevail and our laws be alw.ays and 
everywhere res pected and obeyed. VVe may 
have failed in the discharge of our full duty as 
citizens of the gre it republic but it Is consol- 
ing and encouraging to realize that free 
speecn, a free pre.<s. free schools, the free and 
unmolested right of religious liberty and wor- 
ship. and free -ind fair elections are dearer 
and more universally enjoyed to-day than 
ever before. 

These guarantees must be sacredly pre- 
served and wisely strengthened. The consti- 
tuted authorities must be upheld. Lynchings 
must not be tolerated in a great and civilized 
country like the United ^States: courts— not 
mobs — must execute the penalties of the law. 
The presefrntien of public order, the right of 
discussion, the integrity of courts aud the or- 
derly administration of justice must continue 
forever the rock of safety upon which our 
government securely rests. 

One of the lessons taught by the late elec- 
tion. which all can rejoice in. is thit the cit- 
izens of the United States are both law- 
respecting and law-abiding people, not easily 
swerved from the path of patriotism and 
honor. This is in entire accord with the 
genius of our institutions and but emphasizes 
the advantages of inculcating even a greater 
love for law and order in the futnre. Immu- 
nity should be granted to none who violate 
the laws, whether individual.s. corporations, 
or communities: and as the constitution 
impKises upon the president the duty of 
both its own execution and of the statutes 
enacted in pursuance of its provisions. 1 
shall endeavor carefully to carry_ibem into 
effect. The declaration of the party now re- 
stored to power bos been in the past of “op- 
position to all combinations of capital organ- 
ized in trusts or otherwise to control arbitra- 
rily the condition of trade among our citizens,’’ 
and it has supjiorted “such legislation as 
will prevent the execution of all schemes 
to oppress the people by undue charges on 
their supplies or by unjust rates, transporta- 
tion of their products to market’’ This pur- 



must be from decreased expenditures- But 
the present must not become the permanent 
condition of the government It has 
been our uniform practice to retire, not 
increase our outstanding oblig.'Uions. 
and this policy must ag:un be resumed 
and vigorously enforced. Our revenues 
should always be large enough to meet with 
ease and promptness not only current needs 
and the principal and interest of the public 
debt, but to make projier and lioeral provi.s- 
lon for that most deserving body of public 
creditors, the soldiers and sailors and the 
widows and orphans who are the pensioners 
of the United States. 

The government should not be permitted to 
run behind or increase its debt in limes like 
tbe present .‘suitably to provide against this 
present mumlate of duty: the certain and easy 
remedy for must of our financial difficulties. 
A deficiency is inevitable so long as the ex- 
penditures of the government exceed 
its receipts It can only be met by 
loans, or an increased revenue While a large 
anmi.'il surplus of revenue may invite waste 
and extravagance, iniideqiiate revenue creates 
distrust and undermines public and private 
credit. Neither should be encouraged. Be- 
tween more loan.s and more revenue, there 
ought u> be but one opinion 
We should have more revenue. and 
that without delay. hindrance, or 
postponement. A surplus in the treasury 
created by loans, is not a permanent or safe 
reliance It will suffice while it 1 asts but it 
can not last long while the outlays of tbe gov- 
ernment are greater than its receipts, as has 
been tbe ease during tbe past two years. Nor 
mu.vt forgotten, however much such loans 
may temporarily relieve the situation 
the government is still indebted for the 
amount of the surplus accrued, which it must 
ultimately pay, while its ability to pay is not 
strengthened, but weakened by a continued 
deficit L)ans are imperative in great emer- 
gencies to preserve the government or its 
credit, but a failure lo supply needed revenue 
in time of peace for the maintenance of either 
has no Justification. • 

Tbe best way for tbe government to main- 
tain its credit, is to pay as it goes— not by re- 
sorting to loans, but by keeping out of debt— 
through an adequate income secured by a 
system of taxation, external or internal, or 
both. It Is the settled policy of the govern- 
ment, pursued from the beginning and prac- 
ticed by all parties and administrations, 
to raise the bulk of our revenue from 
taxes upon foreign productions entering 
the United States for sale aud consump- 
tion. and avoidine, for the most part, every 
form of direct taxation, except in time of 
war. The country is clearly opi>osed to any 
needless additions to tbe subjects of internal 
taxation, and is committed by its latest pop- 
ular utterance to the system of tariff taxa- 
tioa There can he no naisunderstanding. 
either, about the principle upon which 
this tariff taxation . shall be levied. 
Nothing has ever been made plainer 



side to and from the capitol. They had dined 
together at the white house the day before, 
and they lunched in each ollici ’s company on 
the day in which they -transferred the gov- 
ernment of this grent nation, the one to > 
the other. An additional air of cordiality wa> j 
infused into *lhe proceedings by the similar- 
ity between the views entertained by the re- 
tiring president and bis cabinet on the finan- 
cial questions and those upon which the suc- 
cessiul candidate of the republic- 
an party was elected. Mr. Cleveland in 
truth felt more gratification probably in in - 
stalling at the capitol as his successor the ■ 
leader of an opposing political party than he' 
would have had in escorting under like cir- 
cumstances the leader chosen by his own po- 
litical associates as their candidate for the I 
presidency. This innovation on the usually j 
closely drawn pirtisan lines of American pol- 
itics gave added piquancy to the proceedings. 

Repeated but unsuccessful efforts have 
been made of late years to change by legisla- 
tion the date of, the inauguration ceremony to 
a later period of tbe season, so as to avoid 
the uncertainties and frequent inclemencies 
3 f climate which prevail in Wa.shington in the 
?arly part of March. 

The decorations of the city were exceed- 
ingly effective with but one nptahle except- 
ion. That was the treasury department, the 
majestic outlines of which w>rc disfigured in 
violation of ail rules of ta^tq. Each of the 
graceful fluted columns of the eastern facade 
on 15th street, was partially swadded in strip- 
ped pantalets, falling short of tbe pediments, 
exactly after the fashion of "Uncle Sam's' trou- 
sers as depicted in the csmic papers, and over 
the entablatures at %ach end, and also over 
«ihe main eastern entrauoe. the shield and 
eagle of tbe United States were daubed upon 
a qildeous yellow back-ground, the whole 
forming a tawdry combination ' which 
a third rate circus would have 
scorned to display. Everywhere else, 

however, the scenic effect was fine, 
and even the bad taste displayed in the trea.s- 
ury draplngs was in part obliterated by the 
animated concourse of employes and their 
families and guests who occupied the tempo- 
rary seats which, piled tier above tier, 
reached half way up the side of the building 
and entirely covered the garden at the south 
end, looking down Pennsylvania avenue. The 
pavilion in front of the white house, 
from which President McKinley re- 
viewed the returning procession was a thing 
of leauty — an architectural creation of white 
»ad iroW, strongly resembling In its apparent-

Cleveland, Mrs. McKinley was too 
much exhausted by the trip from Canton 
to be present.

Tuesday night just after Bradley ahd 
wife returned from church, iBradley 
gave the woman an apple which she ate. 
An hour later she died of convulsions. 

At the inquest held Wednesday by 
Coroner J. Ed Ray, James Butler, 
grocer, testified that Ben Bradley begged 
an apple from him Tuesday afternoon to 
use in taking some medicine. T. E 
Savage, clerk at Phillips* drug store, 
testified that Ben Bradley bought five 
cents worth of strychnine from him 
Tuesday night, saying that he (Bradley) 
wanted to kill some dogs. Sara Jan- 
uary testified that Dora Bradley, on her 
deathbed, said that after church Tuesday 
night she had eaten an apple given her 
by her husband, Ben Bradley, and that 
it was bitter. Another witness testified 
that Bradley said he thought his wife 
had been poisoned. 

It is said that Bradley was very 
jealous of his w.ife, though neighbors 
testified that they lived peacably. 

Bradley was arrested by Chas. 
Thomas, marshal of Millersburg, and 
brought to this city for safekeeping, 
there being considerable talk by the col- 
ored people of violence against Bradley.

A Queation of Light. 

On behalf of the County, Judge How- 
ard went before the City Council at its 
last meeting to ask permission to have 
four gas posts — located on the comers of 
Broadway and Main, Broadway and 
High, Bank Row and High and 
Bank Row and Main — removed to 
the corners around the court house 
square. The Fiscal Court has author- 
ized the purchased of four handsome 
and ornamental posts to be placed on 
the square, and the county merely asks 
permissien to have the city’s posts mov- 
ed across the street.

The pipes have already been laid and 
are ready for immediate connection. 
As far as the question of light is con- 
cerned the change of location would 
make but little difference, and the 
change would greatly Improve the ap- 
pearance of the comers mentioned dar- 
ing the day and at night. 

Some Turnpike Talk. 

The Fiscal Court this week leased the 
Jacksonville and Centerville pike, toll- 
house and quarry, at $98.64 per year. 
The Ck)urt is also negotiating for the 
control of the Paris and Jackstown, 
Paris and Bethlehem, Millersburg, 
Ruddles Mills and Cynthiana pike, 
Bedford and Hume pike. Ruddles Mills 
and Shawhan pike. There will then be 
left but three toll roads in the county — 
Maysville and Lexington, Paris & 
Georgetown, and Paris and Townsend 
pikes. 

Thirty turnpike raiders destroyed 
two tollgates on the Fox Springs pike, 
two miles from Flemingsburg, Tuesday 
night, but toll is again being collected. 
The Fiscal Court met Monday to devise 
speedy means of freeing the road, but 
the raiders, it seems, were impatient 
and took the law into their own hands. 

The county officials will endeavor to 
find out who the outlaws are and apply 
the penalty to its fullest extent.

In three days they were as 
dry as powder. [ ran them through 
a little hand bone mill, which took 
me about 15 minutes, and found 1 had 
over a bushel of chicory meal. This 
meal my wife roasts or bi'owms in’ the' 
stove, the same, as green coffee, but 
it takes .a much shorter time. 

. . ,It is not a complete substitute for 
coffee,* but if used with it cannot be de- 
tected from the pure article. We use 
two-thirds chicory and visitors declare 
they cannot tell it from pure coffee. 
I think it should be largely used, as 
coffee is not healthful.if medical author- 
ity is to be believed, but chicory 
never was known to have anv bad ef- 
feet unless used in excessive quantity, 
when it sometimes results in dj sentery.

is somewhat greater for a pound of fat 
ill poor milk than in rich milk. For ex- 
ample, comparing wwo milks contain- 
ing respectively three and four per cent, 
oi fat, this fqrmer makes 2.85 pounds of 
cheese for-each pound of milk fat, 'while 
the latter liiajces 0.25 pound less or 2.60 
pounds of cheese for one pound -of fat. 
It is shown that this difference in favor 
of cheese yield for fat in poor milk is 
only an apparent one, because this dif- 
ference of 0.25 pound is made up of 
casein and water, which is really not as 
valuable as separator skimmilk cheese, 
and which has a market value not to 
exceed two cents per pound. The con- 
stituents in 100 pounds of cheese made 
fjom the richer milk are worth more in 
the market than are the constituents 
from 100 pounds of cheese made from 
poorer milk. Milk rich in fat can be 
made to yield cheese of the same com- 
position as milk poorer in fat in one of 
two ways: ( 1 ) by adding skimmilk 

to, or ( 2 ) removing fat from, the rich- 
er milk; then the cheese' jdeld for a 
pound of fat becomes the same. The 
difference in the cheese y^ield of milk 
fat in the case of poor milk over richer 
milk is a skimmilk difference, and the 
extra yield of cheese for fat is the poor- 
est 'kind of skimmilk cheese. It is 
shown that paying for milk according 
to weight of milk furnished is exct*ed- 
ingly unfair to the producer of richer 
milk. It is shown that the cheese yield 
by itself does not constititute a fair 
basis for payment, because it gives poor 
milk an undue advantage. A critical 
comparison of all methods of paying for 
milk, suggested or in u.se, leads most 
emphaticaly to the conclusion that milk 
fat affords the faire.st practical basis to 
use in paying for milk for cheese mak- 
ing. In conclusion it is pointed .out 
that where the milk fat basis is used, 
there is no tendcMcy to adulterate and 
defraud, while there is every encour- 
agement to produce milk of better 
quality.

SPRAYING ORCHARDS, 



Many ParuNlteM Are DcNUruyetl by The 
Use of Good luaeetieides. 

Spraying experiments that have been 
conducted for two years at the Missouri 
experiment sta^tion indicate that a( 4 ple 
scab can be prevented by the use of 
Bordeaux mixture. Four applications 
v/ere found more eflieacious than three. 
In orchards sprayed in 1804 there was 
less scab than in the unsprayed ones. 
Hitter rot, while more destructive than 
usual, ' was less prevalent on trees 
.'■prayed with a six-pound solution of 
Bordeaux mixture. Attacks of codling 
moth were not prevented by the use of 
arsenites, the injury being due, the 
author thinks, to a second brood of 
the moth appearing after the use of 
arsenites had been discontinued. Bor- 
deaux mixture was etticient iu causing 
less. loss from plum rot where the trees 
were sprayed weekly throughout the 
ripening period. At this time ammoni- 
acal copper carbonate solution is recom- 
mended, us it does not leave a sediment 
that injures the appearance of the fruit. 
Iku'is green was used with success for 
repressing the curculio. 

If J'aris green is used for destroying 
the bag worm on evergreen trees, as 
soon as the eggs are hatched, at the 
rate of .one pound to 300 gallons of wa- 
ter, the bag worm will be destroyed 
withoiLt injury to the trees. If the 
worms are two-thirds grown, double 
the strength of the insecticide will not 
kill the .worms. Strong solutions of 
arsenites .cannot, be used on evergreens 
.until the wood is ripe and tb^ weather

The director of the Kew Jersey ex- 
periment sta.ticai .says: The legumes, 

a .class of plants which includes the 
vanious clovers, peas, beans, vetches, 
etc., differ from .other plants in beic^ 
able, under projjcr conditions, to ac- 
quire their nitrogen from the air, ao4 
can, therefore, make perfect growth 
withoK.t depending upon soil nitrogen. 
On the other band, the various grasses ; 
sod grains are not only dependent 1 
upon soil nitrogen, but they must have 
an abundance during their most rapid 
period of growth in order to attain 
their maximum development. For 
the latter class of plants favorable re- 
sults are secured from the proper use 
of nitrogenous manures, while fur the 
former class the application of nitro- 
genous manures simply results in sup- 
plying an element which could have 
been secured quite as well by the plant . 
itself, without expense. *
